The applicant is reminded that the •■national phase" must be entered before each of the designated Offices i"di»«ed *>n 
the cover sheet of this Notification by paying national fees and furnishing translations, as prescribed by ^rt^'^s 22 and 39 and 
he applicable national laws. In addition, the applicant may also have to comply wrth other specal requ.rcrnente applicable 
n certain Offices. It is the applicant's responsibility to ensure the necessary steps to enter the national Phase are taken in a 
timely fashion. Most Offices do not issue reminders to applicants in connection with the entry into the national phase.

*e priority date, provided that any such priority document may still be submitted to the International Bureau befo^fj^^hat date of 
international publication of the intemational application, in which case that document will be considered to have been received 
by the International Bureau on the last day of the 1 6-month time limit (Rule 17.1 (a)).
